and old alike believe it. It has become much more 
than entertainment; it has become an obsession, 
and audiences all over the world take solace in 


the mistaken belief that it is 100% as advertised. 


This love of violence is not limited to the movie 
houses and the W.W.F.—it can also be seen at 
any given sporting event. People are being whip- 
ped into a frenzy as they watch the violence of 
hockey, football, and every other sport erupt in 
front of them. 

The truth is that we surround ourselves with 
every imaginable form of violence and we love it. 
Manufactured violence, regardless of its origin, 
creates confusion and sends mixed messages to 
those who view it on a regular basis. 

As reality fades and the crowd mentality slowly 
takes over, we become witness to tragic results. 
The gang beating of a boy in Springfield to within

Preliminary Tax Bills 
To Be Mailed By Town 


Preliminary tax bills for fiscal year 1994 will be 
mailed by October 1st, 1993. This bill will show 
the amount of preliminary tax owed for fiscal year 
1994 (July 1st, 1993 to June 30th, 1994). All 
payments are due by November 1st, 1993. 

Massachusetts state law requires taxpayers to 
pay the bill whether it is received or not. 
Therefore, it is important to have your correct 
mailing address on file at the Agawam Town Hall. 
If your tax bill has not been delivered by October 
12th, 1993, please call the Agawam Collector’s Of- 
fice at 786-0400, ext. 220. 

The preliminary tax shown on the bill is 50% of 
the net tax owed on the property for fiscal year 
1993 (July 1st, 1993 to June 30th, 1993). No 
abatements or exemptions can be applied to this 
bill. 

The preliminary tax is payable in ful/ on 
November 1st, 1993. If payment is not made by the 
due date, interest at the rate of 14% will be charg- 
ed on the amount of the payment that is unpaid 
and overdue. Interest is computed on overdue 
preliminary tax payments from October ist, 1993 
to the date payment is made. Payments are con- 
sidered made when received by the Collector. Any 
questions on payments should be addressed to 
the Collector's Office. 

No abatement or exemption applications can 
be filed on preliminary tax bills. Abatements or ex- 
emptions can be applied for once the actual tax 
bills are issued in the spring.

secure the proper location for a replacement of 
the Elm Street station” stated Willis.

One look at this 
development and you will begin to wonder what 
Feeding Hills Center used to be like.” 


Rheault said the town’s options included emi- 
nent domain, the alternative proposal that was 
submitted, and what he calls the town’s ability to 
influence developers into incorporating various 
features into a development. 


Rheault concluded, “We are not anti-business 
or anti-industry; we just want some thought given 
to what the impact of any development that takes 
place in our town will have upon our existing 
neighborhoods. That is what we were promised 
four years ago.”

Congressman Neal 
Regards Prospect Of 
Peace In N. Ireland 


In a recent statement regarding the prospect of 
peace in Northern Ireland, U.S. Congressman 
Richard E. Neal (Second District, Massachusetts) 
said, “Last week, | stood in amazement as Prime 
Minister Rabin of israel and Chairman Yasar 
Arafat of the PLO shook hands, thereby beginning 
a process of ending a century-standing dispute. 
This compact should provide impetus to resolve 
the longest-standing political dispute in the 
Western world—the six counties of Northern 
Ireland. 

“In the last five years, we have witnessed the 
demise of the Berlin Wall, the yoke of Marxism be-

and the dissolution of the Soviet Union. Only in 
Northern Ireland has there been little—if any— 
progress. 


“It is time,’”’ Neal continued, “for the British to 
begin talks with the Irish government and Sinn 
Fein to begin the process of disengagement from 
Northern treland, which is favored by the English 
people who can no longer financially afford the 
burden of occupation. It is time to begin the pro- 
cess of the formal reunification of Northern 
Ireland with the Irish Republic. 

“Nowhere in the world does partition work. 
Concerning Israel and the PLO, President Clinton 
used the term ‘the conflicting claims of history.’ 
Today, that term also fully applies to Northern 
Ireland. 

“lam Bow President Clinton to proceed with 
the naming of a special envoy; former President 
Jimmy Carter would be an excellent choice. The 
envoy would make formal recommendations to 
Great Britain and Ireland on how best to proceed 
with the peaceful reunification of Ireland. The 
judgement of history awaits us,” concluded Neal.

What To Take To The Lender 
When Applying For A Mortgage 


You've shopped months for your dream home, 
signed the sales contract, deposited earnest 
money, and are ready to meet with your chosen 
lender. 

Unfortunately, applying for a loan is much more 
complicated than just filling out a few forms, and 
it is only the first step toward mortgage loan ap- 
proval. You must be prepared to field many ques- 
tions and prove the accuracy of your answers with 
documentation. 

To speed up the application process, be sure to 
take the following with you: a 

Signed Purchase and Sales Contract - This is 
the first legal document that you signed with the 
home seller that contains the description of the 
property and terms of the sale. Please attach any 
and all riders, and if there’s a governing associa- 
tion for the property, have a copy of its rules and 
regulations. Also give the lender a copy of the 
check you used for the earnest money (deposit) on 
your soon-to-be new home. 

All entitlement documentation—If you receive 
social security, pension or disability payments, 
you must disclose the amount. In most cases, two 
recent check stubs for each entitlement is suffi- 
cient. 

Proof of your annual gross salary—The last two 
years’ W-2 Forms is the best way to show your ear- 
nings; if you’re paid bonuses and/or overtime, list 
these separately. If you want to show that your 
salary is increasing over time, it doesn’t hurt to 
take the last three or four years’ W-2s. Many 
lenders also want to see your last three pay stubs.

Bank statements—Take the last three months’ 
bank statements for each type of account and in- 
vestment you have, including checking and sav- 
ing accounts, Certificates of Deposit, Individual 
Retirement Accounts, 401K’s, stocks and bonds. 
For the last five items, make sure their current 
cash values are documented. : 

Life insurance—Amecunt and cash value of all 
life insurance policies. Documents to support 
values should be included. 

Employment records—If you haven’t been with 
your current employer for more than three years, 
you need to have the names and addresses of 
previous employers during that period. If you’re 
self-employed, provide year-to-date profit and loss 
statement/balance sheets and three years of cor- 
porate tax returns. If you were a student any time 
during the last three years, provide school 
transcripts. ; : 

Other real estate/rent documentation—Take 12 
months of canceled checks for rent and/or mor- 
tgage payments. If you own other real estate, you 
must provide the lender’s name and address, the 
account number and what you still owe on the 
property. 

List of monthly expenses—List should include 
auto payments and insurance, alimony and/or 
child support payments, credit card debts, stu- 
dent loan payments and any other ongoing 
payments. When applicable, be prepared to supp- 
ly current balances and account numbers so the 
monthly payments can be verified when com- 
pared with credit reports. 

Divorce decree—Supply a copy of all decrees 
and separation agreements. This verifies the 
amount of alimony or child support paid or receiv- 
e 


Gift letter—If someone is giving money toward 
the down payment, you must show the signed 
“gift” letter. 

VA loan documentation—lf applicable, be 
prepared to show the certificate of eligibility or 
what is called the DD-214. 

Finally, don’t forget to bring your check book. 
You’ll have to pay the lender for credit reports, ap- 
praisals and miscellaneous paperwork; but re- 
quest that the lender explain each charge and 
why it is levied. 

lf you’re armed with all these documents when 
applying for your loan, you’ll eliminate or reduce 
any delays toward loan approval. If all the needed 
proof of your finances is presented up front, loan 
processing takes an average of 30 to 45 days to 
complete.

Lunch Box Food 
Your Kids Will Eat 


Back-to-school means helping with homework, 
buying books, and battles over what goes into the 
lunch box. According to a recent survey by Quaker 
Oats Chewy Granola Bars, three out of four 
parents fight with their kids about the food in their 
lunch box. Parents want foods that are nutritious 
and give children energy to get through the after- 
noon. Kids want foods that taste good and are fun 
to eat. 


Fortunately, both sides of the lunch box battle 
can win. The key is to pack the lunch with four or 
five foods that are packaged as snacks but come 
from the five food groups. 

For milk foods, pack string cheese, mini 
yogurts, or ready-to-eat puddings. Make ham and 
turkey “roll-ups” instead of stuffing meat into the 
traditional sandwich. Sandwiches can be more 
fun if you let your child cut them into fun shapes 
with a cookie cutter. 


Eating bread may get “stale” and boring. So, 
pack rice cakes, popcorn cakes, pretzels, mini 
bagels, or pocket bread for a change of pace. Any 
fruits and vegetables need to be cut into bite-size 
chunks. While a child may not eat a whole orange, 
orange sections go down easily.

To increase the 
chances of having your child’s lunch end up in his 
stomach instead of the trash can, pack fun finger 
foods from the five food groups.

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Rabies Warning Given For Hampden County 


The Mass. Department of Health warns that 
rabies has entered Hampden County; as such, the 
Hampden County Commissioners offer the 
following Advisory: 

1. Get your dog or cat a rabies shot. It’s required 
by law. 

2. If your pet acts strangely, contact your 
veterinarian or Animal Control immediately. 

3. Avoid all wild animals, particularly raccoons, 
skunks, bats, foxes, and woodchucks. 

4. |f an animal bites you, call your doctor im- 
mediately; wash the wound for 10 minutes with 
soap and water. Call your local Board of Health 
for further instructions. 

Hampden County offers a low cost Rabies 
Clinic through its Thomas J. O’Connor Animal 
Control Center, 701 Center St, Chicopee on Satur- 
day, October 2nd. The cost for a dog or cat is $10. 

For more information, call 781-1484. 

WHAT IS RABIES? 

Rabies is a viral disease of the central nervous 
system that is usually fatal. Rabies in humans is 
extremely rare in the United States, but rabies in 
animals—especially wildlife—is common in 
some parts of the country. 

HOW IS RABIES SPREAD? 

The rabies virus lives in the saliva and other 
body fluids of infected animals and is spread 
when these animals bite or scratch. 

The virus can also be spread if an infected 
animal’s body fluid touches broken skin or 
mucous membranes (in the mouth, nose and 
eyes). In caves crowded with infected bats, it is 
even possible (but extremely rare) to become in- 
fected by inhaling virus suspended in the air. 
WHAT KINDS OF ANIMALS USUALLY SPREAD 
RABIES? 

Although the rabies virus can infect any mam- 
mals (animals that have fur), it is only common 
among certain animals. Wild animals, such as 
bats, skunks, foxes, and raccoons, present the 
greatest risk of rabies. 

The disease is very rare among rodents such as 
squirrels, rats, mice, and chipmunks. Thanks to 
vaccines, rabies is extremely rare among pets and 
farm animals. 


Free Prostate Cancer Screening 
At Noble Hospital Sept. 30th 


Studies show that by the age of 50, an estimated 30% of American men 
may have prostate cancer. This estimate increases to 50% by the time the 


average male is above the age of 70. 


While rabies is increasing in some parts of the 
country, it is still fairly uncommon in this state. 
On average, less than a dozen rabid animals per 
year are discovered through testing at the State 
Rabies Laboratory. In recent years, all but one of 
these infected animals were bats. 

HOW CAN YOU TELL IF AN ANIMAL IS RABID? 

Rabid animals usually behave strangely after 
the virus attacks their brain cells. For example, 
rabid animals often become aggressive, hyperac- 
tive, and easily frightened, so they will attack peo- 
ple or other animals for no real reason. Not all 
rabid animals act this way, however, so you 
should avoid wild animals—especially bats, 
skunks, foxes, and raccoons. 

WHAT SHOULD YOU DO IF YOU THINK YOU 
HAVE BEEN EXPOSED TO RABIES? 

If you have been bitten or scratched by an 
animal that might be rabid, follow these steps: 

4. Immediately wash the wound with soap and 
water for at least five minutes. 

2. Call your doctor and local board of health as 
soon as you finish washing. They will help you 
decide if you need to be treated for rabies. Follow 
their instructions carefully. 

3. If you can do so safely, catch or find the 
animal that scratched or bit you. You town’s 
board of health can tell you how to get the animal 
tested by the State Rabies Laboratory, if 
necessary. 

If you pet has been bitten or scratched by an 
animal you think might be rabid, follow the same 
steps. The only difference is in step 2; call your 
pet’s veterinarian instead of your own doctor. 
WHAT IS THE TREATMENT FOR PEOPLE EXPOS- 
ED TO RABIES? 

People who have never had rabies shots are 
given six shots in the arm, one at a time during the 
course of a month. The first shot is antibodies to 
fight the virus, and the other five are rabies vac- 
cine. 

These shots have replaced the old treatment 
given in the stomach muscles. The newer treat- 
ment works very well to prevent rabies in people 
who have been exposed to a rabid animal. To be 
most effective, the shots must begin as soon after

the bite or scratch as possible. 

If the animal has been caught and can be tested 
for rabies, however, the doctor may wait until the 
test results come back to avoid unnecessary 
treatment. 

HOW CAN YOU PREVENT RABIES? 

1. Avoid wild animals, especially bats, skunks, 
foxes, and raccoons. Avoid any animal—wild, 
farm, or pet—that behaves oddly, and report it to 
the animal control officer in your town. 

2. Make sure your pets are vaccinated against 
rabies, and check with your veterinarian to be sure 
the vaccinations are up to date. By law, all dogs 
must be vaccinated against rabies. Cats should 
also be vaccinated because they are hunters by 
nature and often come in contact with animals at 
high risk for rabies. 

3. Teach your children to avoid wild, stray, or 
unfamiliar animals. Don’t let your children (or your 
pets) roam freely in areas where wild animals live. 

4. Do not keep wild animals such as skunks, fer- 
rets, or raccoons as pets. There are no rabies vac- 
cines for any wildlife species. 

5. If you have bats living in your house, hire a 
professional exterminator who can remove them 
safely and bat-proof your house to keep them out. 

6. Do not handle dead, sick, or injured wild 
animals yourself; call the police or animal control 
officer. If you must touch the animal, use heavy 
gloves, sticks, or other instruments to protect 
yourself. 

7. If you are bitten or scratched by an unfamiliar 
animal, do not try to figure out yourself if it is 
rabid. Call your doctor and local board of health 
for advice. 

8. Animal control officers, spelunkers (cave ex- 
plorers), and others who have a lot of contact with 
stray or wild animals should think about getting 
routine rabies vaccinations before being exposed 
to the virus.

Into the West doesn’t have cowboys or Indians 
and it’s actually set in Ireland (in the city of 
Dublin) along that country’s rugged coastline.

‘Pancakes The 
World Around 


With the advent of cooler mornings, we can 
start to think about breakfasts with a little more 
substance to them. Hot oatmeal, French toast, 
and waffles are usual fare, but even more popular 
are pancakes. Quick to fix, they’re a special way 
to start the day. 

Pancakes are popular all over the world. 
Though the end product may vary from country to 
country, pancakes have a universal appeal. In dif- 
fering forms, they’ve been around for a very long 
time, as the word pancake is derived from the word 
patina, a cooking pan or bow! which the Romans 
used to make flat cakes. 

In Great Britain, pancakes are served on Shrove 
Tuesday, just prior to 46 days of fasting at Lent. 
Pancakes served today for the celebration that 
preceeds the fasting differ from those made in 
earlier centuries, which contained substantial 
amounts of ale (which, | suspect, started the day 
out on a significantly different note than usual). 

Today, pancakes for Shrove Tuesday are made 
thin, baked until browned, and spread with jam or 
confectioner’s sugar. They are then rolled up and 
served with a slice of lemon. — 

From Ireland, the following is a traditional 
recipe for buttermilk pancakes. 

BUTTERMILK PANCAKES 
1 egg 
2 cups flour 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
Large pinch of salt 
2 cups buttermilk 
Y cup sugar 

Mix the. dry ingredients. Add the egg and 
enough buttermilk to make a batter of a dropping 
consistency. Fry in spoonfuls on a hot greased 
griddle. Serve warm with butter and jam for tea. 


The French version of the pancake, the crepe, 
was invented in the province of Bretagne, known 
for its simplicity in cooking. Crepes can be served 
as a dessert and spread with jam or a fruit mix- 
ture, in a rolled or folded fashion. Other crepes are 
filled with meat, cheese, or mixtures of 
vegetables and served as a first or main course. 

In Norway, Lompe (Potato Pancake Bread) or 
Lefse (Bread Pancake) are two popular versions. 
Lompe is eaten with butter and cheese or contains 
bits of meat. It has become a fast-food commodity 
and is sold by street vendors as a wrap for hot 


ogs. 

Lefse is baked on a griddle and, although the 
Norwegians now prefer them sweetened, were 
once a combination of wheat flour, mashed boiled 
potatoes, and milk or water (with no leavening). 


From The Old World Kitchen by Elisabeth Luard ~ 


comes the following recipe which is represen- 
tative of present-day Lefse. 
LEFSE (Bread Pancake) 

Use equal amount of oatmeal, rye flour, and 
mashed potato (or 3 parts oatmeal to one part rye 
flour). 

Mash the potato as soon as it is cool enough to 
handle, and mix in most of the flour, with enough 
water (or milk) to mix to a smooth dough. Seal the 
container you mix this in and refrigerate the 
dough until the following day. 

Then roll out dough into thin, wide pancakes.

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Bake on top of the stove on a lightly greased grid- 
dle and store in an airtight container. 

When you wish to eat the lefse, sprinkle both 
sides with water and sandwich it between clean 
linen cloths for an hour or so. Then it will be soft 
and can be buttered and folded and cut into 
pieces. It can also be layered into a cake with 
heavy sweet cream or sour cream and sugar. 


Another form of the pancake is the Latke, a 
popular choice at the Jewish Hanukkah celebra- 
tion. Made of either flour or matzo meal, they are 
delicious and easy to put together. 

While the following recipe from Jewish Cookery 
by Leah W. Leonard specifies that the potato pan- 
cakes be fried, the batter may also be placed ina 
greased shallow baking pan (8x12” cookie pan) 
and baked at 350F for 45 minutes, or until nicely 
browned. It is then cut into squares and served 


LATKES (Grated Potato Pancakes) 
Serves 4 
6 medium size potatoes 
1 onion 


2 eggs 

Ye cup flour 

1 teaspoon salt 

Vegetable shortening or oil for deep frying 

Pare and grate potatoes into a mixing bowl. 
Squeeze out liquid. Peel and grate onion into 
potatoes. Add eggs, flour and salt, and stir to 
make a smooth batter that will drop heavily from 
the spoon. 

Heap the shortening in a heavy frying pan, us- 
ing enough to cover the pancakes amply. Drop the 
batter from spoon into the hot shortening, making 
pancakes 3 inches in diameter. 

Fry over moderate heat until brown on the 
underside, and turn to brown. Lift out and drain off 
excess fat on a paper towel. Pancakes fried in 
deep fat should be puffed and crisp. 


Closer to home is a recipe from Elizabeth Alston 
in Pancakes and Waffles tor Super-Simple Baked 
Pancakes. These pancakes are versatile and, 
because of the simplicity of ingredients and bak- 
ing, extremely easy to make. 

Be sure your oven is hot enough so that the pan- 
cake develops high, crisp edges with a popover- 
like middle. 

SUPER-SIMPLE BAKED PANCAKES 
Makes 2-4 Portions or One Large Pancake 
2 large eggs 
Ye cup mil 
Ye cup all-purpose flour 
Y% teaspoon salt 
Few grains of ground nutmeg 
1 tablespoon mild olive (preferred) or vegetable oil 

Heat oven to 450F. 

Food Processor or Blender Method: Process 
the eggs, milk, flour, salt, and nutmeg to make a 
smooth batter. 

By Hand: Put the eggs and milk into a medium- 
size bowl. Beat with a wire whisk or electric mixer 
to blend well. Beat in the flour, salt, and nutmeg. If 
tiny lumps of flour remain visible, it’s no problem. 

Heat the oil in the skillet, pie pan, or baking 
dish in the oven for 5 minutes. When very hot, pour 
in the batter. 

Baked uncovered 18 to 20 minutes without 
opening the oven door, until the pancake is puffed 
and crisp around the edges and golden brown in 
the middle. —-

In Striking Distance, Bruce Willis is rampaging 
over the screen (again!), but this tempered-down 
screenplay is a longer story than most of his 
earlier shoot-’em-ups. 


He’s an umpteenth generation cop in a family 
where dads, brothers, uncles and cousins have all 
been Irish cops. He’s on the trail of a serial killer, 
and the spectacular chase scene pits Willis and 
his retired father as the only team with a car still 
ae (I can’t say intact because it isn’t, but it 
runs). 

Needless to say, Willis crashes, his father dies, 
and the killer gets away. 


Surrounding this plot is a second scenario with 
Willis testifying against his partner in a brutality 
case, a case that ostracizes him and puts him out 
on the river, as part of a River Rescue team.

It’s been two years since the serial killer was 
supposedly caught, tried and convicted, but sud- 
denly bodies begin turning up with the same M.O.

Advisory Councils 
At Center Stage For 
School Department

At the September 14th meeting of the Agawam 
School Committee, Superintendent of Schools 
Bernard Ryder reported to the committee on the 
progress in setting up the school advisory coun- 
cils mandated by the state’s School Reform Act. 

Ryder said a committee of school ad- 
ministrators, School Committee members, PTO, 
and teacher representatives had met to discuss 
guidelines for setting up the councils so that 
there would be consistency throughout the 
system. 

It has been decided that the councils will have a 
slightly different makeup for the different levels of 
the schools. At the elementary level, the councils 
will consist of two teachers, the principal, one 
community representative, and three parents. 

The Middle School council will consist of three 
teachers, the principal, one community represen- 


tative, and four parents. At the Junior High . 


School, the council will have four teachers, the 
principal, one community representative, and five 
parents. 

The Agawam High School’s council will have 
five teachers, the principal, two community 
representatives, one student, and six parents. 

22-Page Set Of State Regulations 

Ryder informed the School Committee that the 
state has just released a 22-page set of regula- 
tions governing the formation of the school coun- 
cils. He noted that the committee on school coun- 
cils will meet again to discuss and incorporate 
the state regulations. 

Ryder hopes to have a finalized set of pro- 
cedures for forming the councils and defining 
their role at the next School Committee meeting 
on September 28th. 

Ryder said that parents can sign-up at the 
schools to indicate their interest in serving on the 
councils. He added that elected officials can also 
serve on the councils. 

Ryder reported that the Early Childhood Center 
is expected to open October 18th.

Staying On Course... 


With the beginning of the new school year, the 
Middle Schooj urges the parents of fifth and sixth 
grade students to keep a close check on their 
children’s progress. If students develop good 
study habits early in the year, they are more likely 
to meet with success. Parents are advised to see 
that each child has a period of time set aside 
every day to complete their homework, and a quiet 
and orderly place in which to work. 

Counseling service is available to all students. 
Many problems, concerning both school and 
one’s personal life, can be helped by counseling. 
Students may make appointments with a 
counselor by requesting a pass from teachers or 
counselors to go to the Guidance Office. 

As in the past, special reports for poor 
academic progress and other problems will be 
issued about halfway through the first marking 
period. However, the guidance office welcomes 
contact with parents at any time should they see a 
problem developing. Mr. Thomas Dacey, the Mid- 
dle School Guidance Counselor, can be reached 
at 789-1400, extension 453. 

Parents of students who receive a special 
report are urged to work with their child and the 
school to address any difficulties before report 
cards come out at the end of the first term. Most 
problems can be resolved if action is taken early 
in the year. 

Regular school attendance is also an important 
part of student’s academic success. If a student 
must be absent, parents are asked to please call 
the school at 789-1400, ext. 488. It is important for 
the school to know where each student is at all 
times. A written excuse from the parents is to be 
presented to the classroom teacher after each 
absence, stating the reason for the absence. 

Attendance at every session of school is ab- 
solutely essential for good scholastic standing. 
While school is in session, all outside interests 
should be considered of secondary importance. 

For many students entering the Middle School, 
riding the bus to and from school is a new ex- 
perience. It is most important students unders- 
tand rules and regulations regarding their use of 
school bus transportation. 

Bus service is provided as a special privilege 
and should be treated as such. The bus drivers 
have a serious responsibility and will not be asked 
to tolerate any conduct which endangers the 
welfare of the bus and its passengers. The bus 
drivers have been instructed to report all miscon- 
duct to the principal. Violations of good bus con- 
duct may result in a student losing the privilege of 
bus transportation to school.

This year, Agawam High School is sponsoring 
four students from around the world as part of 
American International Programs (AFS). The four 
young women are Joana Monteiro-Grillo of 
Lisbon, Portugal; Maria Celeste Arraztoa of Vina 
Del Mar, Chile; Yvonne Hodel of Sissach, 
Switzerland; and Alena Rusava of Pilsen, Czech 
Republic. 

Although the girls come from different parts of 
the world, so far they share many of the same opi- 
nions on their experiences as foreign students in 
a small town in America.

Yvonne agreed that she had become less in- 
dependent, but she added, “My new mom is like a 
taxi. She takes me everywhere!” 

Different School Routine 

The school routine is also different for the 
foreign students. The girls agreed with Joana, 
who said, “At school, we are always in a rush. 
There is no chance to talk during class breaks.” 

All of the girls are used to longer breaks bet- 
ween classes and all reported that the teachers 
here are “very strict” about being late to class. 

Asked about their new families, the girls 
responded almost like a chorus: “I love my family. 
| would never want to change!” 

Already dubbed the “baby of the group,” 
Maria Celeste Arraztoa, 16, is living with Dan 
and Lee Lacienski of Feeding Hills and their 
children, Mark, Anne, and Beth, a senior at AHS. 
She loves her host family and says it is not dif- 
ferent from her family at home. “They are in- 
terested and involved in all my activities,” she 
said. “And very patient with my English.” Celeste 
added that her host dad “helps with all my 
homework.” 

Celeste said she was interested in the AFS Pro- 
gram because both her mother and her two 
brothers had participated in AFS. “It’s a good way 
to learn English and to have new experiences,” 
she noted. “It’s a way to know another culture and 
an opportunity to know yourself and to grow up.”

opportunity to recreate a day in the life of their 
Early American counterparts by spending the day 
in Storrowton’s one-room school.

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On the day after their offense, students are sent 
to the in-school suspension room (where they are 
expected to work on class assignments in isola- 
tion from the school population). 

With the help of suspension supervisor Ber- 
nadette Conte, students will complete their 
classwork to receive full credit for their work. 
Students will take any scheduled tests under the 
supervision of Mrs. Conte. Furtado said, “1 will 
never support the idea of not giving students 
credit for their work. Otherwise, what is the incen- 
tive for doing the work?” 

In keeping with his firmly held belief that 
students need to know what is expected of them 
and what the consequences of their behavior will 
be, Furtado is working with class officers in an ef- 
fort to re-write the student handbook. 

Furtado explained, “Each Tuesday, | meet with 
the class officers to work on the student hand- 
book. We are going through the handbook section 
by section to make specific the school’s expecta- 
tions and the consequences of unacceptable 
behavior. | want the students to have a Say in their 
handbook.” , 

Revised Handbook Ready By Mid-October 

Furtado expects to have the revised handbook 
ready by mid-October for distribution to the stu- 
dent body so that students and staff will have a 
clearly defined set of rules to be applied in 
fairness to all. 

The penalties for students caught smoking at 
AHS are: 

e First offense: one day of in-school suspension 
with notification to the parents; 

e Second offense: three days of in-school 
suspension and a parent conference with the prin- 


cipal; 

e Third offense: five days of in-school suspen- 
sion and counseling with a school psychologist. 

Additionally, Mrs. Conte has put together a 
smoking cessation packet to help students kick 
the habit. 

In addition to the High School’s penalties for 
student smoking, student athletes face sanctions 
instituted by the Massachusetts Inter-scholastic 
Athletic Association (MIAA). Student athletes are 
prohibited from using, consuming, possessing, 
buying or selling tobacco, marijuana, alcohol, 
controlled substances or steroids. Under MIAA 
rules, student athletes face the following 
penalties: ees 

e First offense: Students will lose their eligibili- 
ty to compete in two consecutive inter-scholastic 
events or two weeks of a season, whichever is 
greater; ; ae 

e Second offense: Students will lose eligibility 
for the next 12 consecutive inter-scholastic 
events or 12 weeks of a season, whichever is 
greater.

Agawam High School did a high-powered 
dance on the Hoosac Valley High Hurricanes at 
Harmon Smith Field in Agawam. The Brownie 
coaching staff engineered a flawless game plan 
as the home team ripped and roared all non long 
en route to a 29-13 blitz over their visitors from the 
Berkshires. 

“We knew that we were this good,” beamed 
Vecchiarelli after the game. “‘We were sky high 
and nervous before the game and in the early 
stages, but it was a lot of fun once we got things 

oing.”’ 
e The head coach isn’t a man who likes to brag, 
but he was so proud of his team following that 
game that he couldn’t believe how well things had 
gone. It hasn’t always been this way. 
Payback Is Sweet 

Consider that the Agawam win came on the 
heels of a 2-8 season last year and that the 
Brownies hadn’t won a home game since midway 
in the 1991 campaign. Further consider that they 
were adminstering payback for a 45-0 shellacking 
that Hoosac put on them a year ago in their 
season opener. 

Further consider that the Brownies were so 
dominating and so tough that they didn’t even 
need to use their punter once during the 
ballgame. The Brownies never let the Hurricanes 
handle the ball for more than six plays in a row. 
The defense featured hard, quick-hitting at the 
line and linebacking spots. The secondary batted 
away or picked off (two interceptions) just about 
everything that came out their way. The pass rush 
was intense and controlled. And the Brownies of- 
fense was simply awesome. 

A tremendous package was installed before the 
game and it allowed each of the 11 kids on the 
field to execute almost to perfection all night 
long. Jason Votzakis had a huge night as he 
rumbled for three big touchdowns on his way to a 
192 yard rushing performance. Dan Moriarty made 
both interceptions while on defense and played a 
stellar game at quarterback, too. 

His numbers were 4-7 passing for 56 yards, 1 
TD, and 0 INTs. He also ran for 46 yards on seven 
carries. Four of those carries were good enough 
to move the chains for the Brownies and another 
was a 10 yard scamper on third and 12. 

Votzakis picked up the first on the very next 
play. Brian Pelligrino made three important cat- 
ches, including a huge touchdown pass reception . 
in the second quarter which gave Agawam the 
lead for good. 

Fine Work From Offensive Line 

The offensive line got their instructions and car- 
ried everything out to the letter as they moved 
their undersized foes all over the turf.

Agawam needed just five plays to capitalize. 
Locals Extend The Lead 

With 3:40 to play, Moriarty used the clock and 
his troops well as he combined to pass and throw 
his team down to the two. From there, Votzakis 
motored over right guard into the end zone for an 
18-7 lead. Confusion on the extra point cost 
Agawam a five yard penalty, but this time Ander- 
son was right between the uprights and a couple 
miles over the moon and the stars as Agawam ex- 
tended the lead to 19-7. 

That happened with 32 seconds to play. Hoosac 
still wanted to get another first half score and this 
was a killer. Hayer’s second pass attempt was rip- 
ped off by Moriarty, who weaved up the right 
sideline and all the way down to the Hoosac 22. It 
was a 30 yard return. 

With just six seconds to play, Vecchiarelli 
decided to unveil his placekicker, who lines up 
from the 30 (a 40 yard attempt) and he drilled it 
easily over the bar for the 22-7 lead at intermis- 
sion. 

The defense came out for the second half in the 
same surly mood that prevailed in the first half.

WILLIE MAYS led the Giants in RBI 1954-1958, 
1960, and 1962-1966. WILLIE MCCOVEY was the 
team leader in that category from 1968-1970 and 
again in 1977; JOHNNY MIZE was tops on the 
ballclub in 1942, and then again from 1946-1948. 

Others with the last name beginning with ‘‘M”

Gov. Weld Proclaims 
Hunting & Fishing Day In 
Massachusetts (Sept. 25th) 


Governor William F. Weld has proclaimed 
Saturday, September 25th, 1993 as Hunting & 
Fishing Day in Massachusetts to recognize the 
State’s sportsmen for their contributions to con- 
servation. 

“Conserving our state’s natural and wildlife 
resources is one of the most important respon- 
sibilities we have to this and future generations,” 
said Governor Weld. “Hunters and fishermen 
were among the first to realize this responsibility 
nearly 100 years ago, when they saw first-hand 
how expanding civilization and unregulated ex- 
ploitation had caused declines in wildlife popula- 
tions throughout Massachusetts. 

“Massachusetts hunters and fishermen took 
steps to reverse this trend, helping found the con- 
servation movement, supporting laws to stop the 
uncontrolled exploitation of wildlife, and helping 
establish game and fish laws, enforcement and 
management practices,’ the governor added. 
“They also suggested and supported laws to 
establish license fees and special taxes on their 
equipment to pay for conservation programs.” 

According to a recent study by the U.S. Fish & 
Wildlife Service, Massachusetts’ sportsmen con- 
tributed nearly $567,699,000 to the state’s 
economy in 1991, supporting over 14,100 jobs. 

In 1992, Massachusetts’ 111,971 paid hunting 
license-holders raised a total of $1,585,627 to fund 
wildlife conservation programs managed by the 
Massachusetts Office of Environmental Affairs. 
This money came from the purchase of hunting 
licenses, tags, permits, and stamps. These hun- 
ting license-holders also entitled the state to 
receive an additional $623,500 in federal funds for 
wildlife restoration, and $966,000 for hunter 
education. 

In 1992, the state’s 255,313 paid fishing license- 
holders raised a total of $2,760,765 to fund fish 
conservation programs. They also entitled the 
state to $1,949,000 in federal funds for use in fish 
restoration programs. 

Governor Weld concluded his proclamation by 
stating, “The conservation programs supported 
and financed by Massachusetts hunters and 
fishermen have benefitted wildlife species from 
deer, elk, and wild turkeys to otters, bald eagles, 
and songbird—wildlife that all citizens of Massa- 
chusetts can enjoy.” 

Hunting & Fishing Day in Massachusetts is part 
of the nationwide observance of National Hunting 
& Fishing Day. NHF Day was established by Con- 
gress in 1972 to recognize sportsmen for their 
contributions to conservation. It is celebrated 
across America with outdoor sports fairs, fishing 
and shooting competitions, and open houses at 
sportsmen’s clubs. 


At its August meeting held in Lexington, the 
Wildlife Board voted to add three extra days to the 
shotgun deer season in management zones 1 
through 11. This change is to be effective for the 
1993 season. 

The change comes after a public hearing held 
in July and a month-long period for written com- 
mentary. The change means that the shotgun 
deer season (which was scheduled to run from 
November 29th through December 8th) will actual- 
ly emene from November 29th through December 
11th. 

The season in deer management zones 12 and 
14 will not be affected and will end on December 
4th as scheduled. All other rules and regulations 
in regard to deer hunting remain the same. 

Deer Project leader Gary Vecellio explains the 
proposal in terms of the need to control the sex 
ratio within the deer harvest. It is only during the 
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A BOWHUNTER’S “‘DREAM’’! 
shotgun season that the Division regulates the 
numbers of antlerless deer (females and young 
males) that can be taken by regulating the number 
of antlerless deer permits issued. 

Because of the increasing popularity of 
bowhunting and hunting with historic firearms, 
the percentage of the total deer harvest taken dur- 
ing the shotgun season has decreased from 81% 
to 70% over the past decade. In order to obtain 
more control over the sex ratio in the kill, a pro- 
posal was put forth (initially intended for 1994) to 
extend the shotgun season by three days. 

The impetus to extend the shotgun season is 
the desire to increase the proportion of the total 
harvest that comes from the shotgun season. It is 
not a matter of trying to take more deer; it is a mat- 
ter of having greater precision in management. 

The shotgunners are the real backbone of 
Massachusetts’ deer management. It is only 
natural that the shotgun season be extended 
rather than the bow season.

The third and final derby for this season will be 
held October 3rd, 1993, from 9:00 a.m. to 1:00 p.m. 
at the Mawaga Sporting Club. Tickets are $3 per 
person (children under six years of age are free). 

Breakfast is available for $2 per person, and the 
derby will feature fun, prizes, gifts, and raffles. 

ANTLERLESS DEER PERMITS 

The Fisheries and Wildlife Board will hold its 
September meeting on Thursday, September 23rd, 
1993, at 1:00 p.m. (presstime) at the Danvers Fish 
and Game Club in Middleton. Board members will 
review recommendations regarding the allocation 
of antlerless deer permits for 1993, and they will 
act thereon. 

They will further review (and possibly take ac- 
tion on) the use of certain in-line muzzleloaders. 
They will also elect a Board of Officers for the 
coming year. A ae 

The bowhunting season opened on September 
15th in Connecticut. A lot of deer are reported be- 
ing seen by bowhunters.
